Gentlemen, 


T is with a ju't Deference to Your great Power and In- 
fluence in this Kingdom, that I lay before You the fol- 
lowing Comment upon the Laws which regard the Settle- 
ment of the Imperial Crown of Great Britain. My Purpoſe in 
addreſſing thele Matters to You, is to conjure You, as 
Heaven has blefled You with proper Talents and Opportu- 
nities, to recommend them, in Your Writings and Dis- 
courſes, to Your Fellow-Subjects. 

In the Character of Paſtors and Teachers, You have an 
almolt irreſiſtible Power over us of Your Congregations ; 
and by the admirable Inſtitution of our Laws, the Tenths 
of our Lands, now in Your Poſſeſſion, are deſtined to be- 
come the Property of ſuch orhers, as ſhall by Learning and 
Virtue qualify themſelves to ſucceed You. Theſe Cireum- 
ſtances of Education and Fortune, place the Minds of the 
People, from Age to Age, under your Direction: As there- 
fore it would be the higheſt Indiſcretion in Miniſters of State 
of this Kingdom, to nelgect the Care of being acceptable ro 
You in their Adminiſtration ; ſo it would be the greateſt 
Impiety in You, to enflame the People committed to your 
Charge, with Apprehenſions of Danger to You and _ 
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Conſtitution, from Men innocent of any ſuch Deſens. 


Give me Leave, who have in all my Words and Actions, 
from my Youth upwards, maintained an inviolable Reſpect 
to You and Your Order, to obſerve to You, That all the 
Diflarisfactions which have been raiſtd in the Minds of the 
People, owe their Riſe to fhe Cunning of artful Men, who 
have introduced the Mention of You and. Your Intereſt, 
(Which are ſacred to all good Men ) to cover and ſanctify 
their own Practices upon the AﬀcChons of the People, for 


Ends very different from the Promotion of Religion and 


Virrue. (ive me Leave allo to take Notice, That theſe Sug- 
geitious have been favoured by ſome few unwary Men in 
holy Orders, who have made the Conſtitution of their own 
Country a very little Part of their Study, and yet made 
Obedience and Government the frequent Subjects of ther 
Diicourlcs. 

Thete Men, from the pompous Ideas of Imperial Great- 
neſs, and Submiſſion to ablolure Emperors, which they im- 
bibed in their carlier Years, have from Time to Tune in- 
advertently uttered Notions of Power and Obedience ab- 
horrent trom the Laws of this their native Country, 

I will take the further Liberty to ſay, That it the Acts. 

| Glowing Treatiſe had been 
from Time to Time put in a fair and clear Light, and been 
carctully recommended to the Peruſal of young Gentlemen 
in Colleges, with a Preference to all other Civil Iuſtitutions 
whatſoever ; this Kingdom had not been in its preſent Con- 
ition, but the Conſtitution would have had, in every. 
Member the Univerfitics have ſent into the World ever 
ſince the Revolution, an Advocate for our Rights and 
bert ies. | 

There is one thing which deſerves Your molt ſerious Con- 
ſidcration. You have bound Your Selves by the ſtrongeſt 
Engaęcients that Religion can lay upon Men, to ſupport 
that Sueceſſion which is the Subject of the following Papets ; 
You have ticd down Your Souls by an Oath to maintain 
it as it is ſettled in the Houle of Hmover ; nay, You have 
gone much turther than is uſual in Cafes of this Nature, 
as You haye perſonally abjured the Pretender to tlus Groven, 
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and that expreſly, without any Equivocations, or mental 
Reſervations wharſoeyer ; that is, without any poſſible Eſ- 
capes, by which the Subtlety of temporizing Cafuilts mieht 
hope to clude the Force of theſe ſolemn Obligations. You 
know much better than I do, wh'ther the calling God ro 
witnels to the Sinecrity of our Intentions in theſe Caſee, 
wherher the {wearing upon the holy Eyaneeliſts in the moit 
ſolemn Manner, whether the taking of an Oath before Mul- 
titudes of Fellow-Subjcets and Fellow-Chrittians in our pub- 
lick Courts of Jultice, do not lay the ereateſt Obligations 
chat can be laid on the Conſciences of Men. This I am ſure 
of, that if the Body of a Clergy who conſiderately and 
voluntarily entered into theſe Engagements, ſhould be made 
ule of as inſtruments and Examples to make the Nation 
break rhrough them, not only the Succeſſion to our Crown, 
but the very Eſlence of cur Religion is in Danger. What a 
Triumph would it furniſh to thoſe evil Men among us who 
are Enemies to Your Sacred Order? What Occaſion would 
it adminilter to Atheiſts and Unbelievers, to ſay, that Chri- 
ſtianity is nothing clic but an outward Show and Pretence 
among the molt knowing of it's Profeſſors? What could we 
after wards object to lſeſuits? what would be the Scandal 
brought upon. our wy Church, which is at prefent the 
Glory and Bulwark of the Reformation ? how would our 
preſent Clergy appear in the Eyes of their Poſterity and even 
to the Succcſſors of their own Order, under a Government 
mtroduced and eſtabliſhed by a Conduct ſo directly oppoſite 


to all the Rules of Honour and Precepts of Chriſtiamty? 


As I always ſpeak and think of Your holy Order with 
the urmolt Deference and Reſpect, I do not inſiſt upon this 
Subject, to inſumate that there is ſuch a Diſpoſit ion among 
Your venerable Body, but to (hew how much Your own 
Honour and the Intereſt of Religion is concerned, that there 
would be no Cauſe g wen for it. 

Under Colour of a Zeal towards You, Men may ſome- 
times act not only with Impunity but Popularity, what 
would render them, without that Hy pocriſy, inſufferably 
od ious to their Fellow - Subjects. 

Under this Pretence Men may preſume to practiſe ſuch 


Arts 
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Arts for the Deſtruction and Diſhonour of their Country, 
as it would be impious to make uſe of even for its Glory 
and Safety: Men may do in the higheſt Proſperity, what 
it would not be excuſcable to attempt under the loweſt 
Neceſſity! | | 

The Laws of our Country, the Powers of the Legiſla- 
ture, the Faith of Nations, and the Honour of God, may 
be too weak Conſiderations to bear up againſt the popular, 
tho, groundleſs Cry of the urch. This fatal Prepoſſeiſion 
may ſhelter Men in raiſing the French Name and Roman- 
Catholick Intereſt in Great Britain, and conſequently in 
all Europe. 

It behoves You therefore, Gentlemen, to conſider, whe- 
ther the Cry of the Church's Danger may not at length 
become a Truth: And as you are Men of Senſe and 
Men of Honour, to exert Your Selves in undeceiving 
the Multitude, whenever their affectionate Concern for 
You may prove fatal to themſelves. 

You are ſurrounded by a learned, wealthy, and know- 
ing Gentry, who can .diftinguiſh Your Merit, and do 
Honour to your Characters. They know with what Firm- 
neſs as Engliſhmen, with what Self-Denial as Prelates, 
with what Charity as Chriftians, the Lords the Biſhops, 
Fathers of the Church, have behaved themſelves in the 
Publick Cauſe : They know what Contumelies the reſt of 
the Clergy have undergone, what Diſcountenance they 
have laboured under, what Prejudice they have ſuffered 
in their Minifiry, who have adhered to the Cauſe of 
Truth: But it is certain that the Face of things is now 


too melancholy to bear any longer falſe Appearances; . 


and common Danger has united Men, who not long ago 
were arifully inflamed againſt each other, into ſome Regard 
of their common Safety. 

When the World is in this Temper, thoſe of our Paſtors, 
whole exemplary Lives and charitable Diſpoſitions both 
adorn and advance our holy Religion, will be the Objects 
of our Love and Aduntation; and thole who purſue the 
_ Gratificaiions of Pride, Ambition, and Avarice, under 
the {zcred ChariQter of Clergymen, will not fail to be our 
Contenipt aud Deriſion. Noiſe 
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,» Noiſe and Wrath cannot always paſs for Zeal ; and if 

g we ſee but little of the publick Spirit of Engliſhmen or the 

4 Charity of Chriſtians in others, it is certain we can feel 

F but little of the Pleaſute of Love and Gratitude, and but 
faint Emotions of Reſpect and Veneration in our ſelves. 

. It will be an Action worthy the Miniſters of the 

y Church of England, to diſtinguiſh themſelves for the Love 


. of their Country ; and as we have a Relizion that wants 
: no Aſſiſtance from Artifice or Enlargement of Secular 
* Power, but is well ſupported by the Wiſdom and Piety of 
1 its Preachers, and its own native Truth, to let Mankind

Subjection of the People to ſuch Authority is ſupported only h 
Terrors, ſudden and private Executions, and Impriſonments ; and 
not as with happy Britons, by the Judgment, in Caſes of Liber 
ty and Property, of the Peers, and Neighbours of Men accu ſedo 
proſecuted, This abſolute Power in one Per ſon, as it is general 
exerciſed, is not indeed Government, but at be}? clandeſtine Ty 
ranny, ſupported by the Con{ederaces,or rather, Favgnrite-Slaves 0

Inas glad to find this natural Senſe of Pomer confirmed in me 
by very great & 200d Men,who have made Government & the brin- 
ciples on which it is founded, their profeſſed Stud) and Meditation, 

Avery celebrated Aut bor has the je Words ; 

The Cate of Man's Nature ftanding 2s it does, ſome kind 
of Regiment the Law of Nature doth require; yet the kinds 
thereof being many, Nature tieth not to any one. but 
leayeth the Choice as 2 thing arbitrary, At the fiyſt, when 
{ome certain Kind of Regin ent was once approved, it may 
be that nothing was hen further t! ought upon for the 
Manner ©! governing, but all permitted unto their Wiſ- 
dom and Diſcretion Which were to rule, till by Experience 
they found this for all Parts very inconvenient, ſo as the 
thing which they had devilcd for a Remedy did indeed but 
encreaſe the Sore which it Hould have cured, They faw 
that to live by one Alan's Will became the Cauſe of all Mens Mi- 
ſery. This conſtrained them to come unto Laws, wherein 
all Men might ſec their Dutics before-hand, and know the 
Penalties of tranſgreſſing them, Men always knew, that 
when Force and Injury was oftcred , they might be De- 
ſenders of themſelves; they knew that howſoever Men 
might ſeek their own Commodity, yet if this were done 
with Injury to others, it was not to be ſuffered, but by all 
Men and by all good Means to be withſtood. 

Finally, They knew that no Man might in Reaſon take 
upon him to determine his own Right, and according to his 
own Determination proceed in Maintenance thereof; inaſ- 
much as every Man 1s towards himſelt, and them whom he 
greatly affecteth, partial; & therefore that Sttifes & Troubles 
would be endleſs, except they gave their common Conſent 
all to be ordered by ſome whom they ſhould agree upon. 

Hr. Stanhope, in Defence of Reſiſtance in Caſes of extreans 

eceſſuy, cites this memorable Paſſaze from Grot ius: 

It the King hath one Part of the Supream Power, and 
the other Part is in the Senate or People; when ſuch a King 
ſhall invadc that Part that doth not belong to him, it (hall 
be lawful to oppole a juſt Force to him, becauſe his Power 
doth not extend ſo far: Which Poſition 1 hold to be true, 
even though the Power of "an. War ſhould be wg 

| B Only, 
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only in the King, which muſt be underſtood to relate only 
do foreign War: For as for Home, it is 1mpoſlible for any to 
have a Share of the Supream Power, and not to have like- 
wiſe a Right to defend that Share. 

An eminent Divine, who deſerves all Honour {or the Obliga- 
tions he has laid upon both Church and State by his Writings on 
the Subject of Government, argues againſt Unlimited Power thus; 

The Queſtion is, Whether the Power of the Civil Magi- 
rate be unlimited ; that 1s, 1n other Words, Whether the 
Nature of his Office require it to be ſo. But what? Is it the 
End of that Office that one particular Perſon may do what 
he pleaſeth without Reſtraint? Or that Society ſhould be 
made happy and ſecure? Who will ſay the former? And 
if the latter be the true End of it, a lets Power than abſo- 
Jute will anſwer it: Nay, an abſolute Power is a Power to 
2 that End, and therefore inconſiſtent with the End 
it ſelf, . | 

Theſe Paſſages I thought fit to produce by way of Preface to the 
following Diſcourſe, as carrying in them the Reaſon and Founda- 
tion of Government it ſelf, and in Maintenance of nhat paſſed 
at the Revolution, | 

I ſhall only beg leave to add to them one very great Living 
Antkority, the preſent Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain; 
who in a late famous Tryal, did openly before Queen, Lords and 
Commons, maintain the Lanfulneſs of the Revolution under the 
Notion of Reſiſtance, and «ſſert before the oſt ſolemn and au- 
guſt Aſſembly cf Europe, that there are extraordinary Cales, 


Caſes of Neceſſity, which are implyed, though not expreſ- 


fed in the General Rule; that is, which are ſo plain and ſo 


open to the common Senſe of Mankind, that even whil:t you are 


declaring Reſiſtance in all Caſes to be unlanful, you are of neceſſt. 
ty underſtood to mean, that Reſiſtance in ſome Caſes is lamful. 
I am pleaſed to obſerve, that no one ever put the Alatter ſo 
ftrenp iy, or carried it ſo higb as this great Man did upon that 
Critical Occafion, At the ſame time he was ſo juſt to bis Country, 
as to declare, That ſuch a Cate undoubtcdly the Revoluti- 
on was, When our late unhappy Sovereign then upon the 
Throne, miſled by evil Counſcllors, endcavourcd to ſub- 
vert and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws 
and Liberties of the Kingdom. e

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mM T 1s every Man's Duty to correct the Extra- 
vagances of his Will, in order to enjoy 
Life as becomes a rational Being; but we 
cannot poſſeſs our Souls with Pleaſure and 
Satisfaction, except we preſerve to our 
ſelves that ineſtimable Bleſſing which we 
By Liberty, I deſire to be underſtood to 
mean, the Happineſs of Mens living under Laws of their 
own making by their perſonal Conſent, or that of their 
Repreſentatives, 

Without this, the Diſtinctions amongſt Mankind are 
but gentler Degrees of Miſery ; for as the true Life of Man 
conſiſts in conducting it according to hi own juſt Senti- 
ments and 1nnocent Inclinations, his Bcing is degraded 


below that of a free Agent, which Heaven has made him, 


when his Aftections and Paſſions are no longer governed 
by the Dictates of his own Mind, and the Intereſts of Hu- 
mane Society, but by the arbitrary unreſtrained Will of 
another, 

Without Liberty, even Health, and Strength, and all 
the Advantages beſtowed on us by Nature and Providence, 
may at the Will of a Tyrant be employed to our own 
Ruin, and that of our Fellow Creatures. | 

Liberty is eſſential to our Happineſs, and they who re- 
ſign Lite it ſelf rather than part with it, do only a pru- 
dent Action ; but thoſe who lay it down, and voluntarily 
expole themſelves to Death, in behalf of their Friends and 
Country, do an heroick . ol 
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our Species are moved by ſuch generous Impulſes as theſe 3 

but even the Community, the Maſs of Mankind, when 

convinced of the Danger of theit Civil Rights, are anxi- 

= of preſerving to themſelves that deareſt of all Poſſeſſions, 
iberty, 

9 Kingdoms of England and Scotland have con- 
tended for it from Age to Age, with too great a Price of 
Blood and Treature to be given for the Purchaſe of any 
other Bleſſing; but laid out Parfinoniouſly, when we 
conſider they have tranſmitted this to their Poſterity. 

But ſince, by I know not what Fatality, we are of late 
grown ſupine, and our Anxiety for 1t is abated, in Pro- 
portion to the Danger to which it is every Day more ex- 
poled, by the artful and open Attacks of the Enemies of 
our Conſtitution ; it is a ſeaſonable and honeſt Office to 
look into our Circumſtances, and let the Enemies of our 
rx Eſtabliſhment behold the Securities which the 

avs of our Country have given thoſe who dare aſſert 
their Libertics, and tlie Terrors which they have pronoun- 
ced againſt thoſe who dare undermine them. For, what- 
ever is the Proſpect before our Eyes, it is the Buſineſs of 
every honeſt Man to look up with a Spirit that becomes 
Honeſty, and to do what in him lies for the Improve- 
ment of our preſent Condition, which nothing but our 
own Puſilanimity can make deſperate. 

The moſt deſtructive Circumſtance in our Aftairs ſeems 
to be, that by the long and repeated Inſinuations of our 
Enemies, many are worn into a Kind of Doubt of their 
own Cauſe, and think with Patience of what is ſuggeſt- 
ed in Favour of contrary Pretenſions. The moſt obvious 
Method of-reviving the proper Scatiments in the Minds of 
Men for what they ought to eſteem moſt dear, is to ſhew, 
That our Cauſe has in it all the Sanctions of Honour, 
Iruth, and Tuftice ; and that we are, by all the Laws 
of God and Man, enſtated in a Condition of enjoying 
Religion, Life, Liberty, and Property, reſcued. from the 
moſt imminent Danger of having them all for ever depend 
upon the Arbitrary Power of a Popiſh Prince.

We ſhould have been chained down in this abject Con- 


dition in the Reign of the late K. James, had not God Al- 


mighty in Mercy siven us the late happy Revolution, by 
that glorious luſtrument of his Providence, the great and 
memorable King HLLIAM. But thouzh this wonderful 
Deliverance happencd es it were but Veſterday, yet ſuch 
is the Inadvertency or gratitude of (ome amongſt us, 
that they ſeem ot only to have forgotten the Deliverer, 
but even the Deliverance it {clf. Old Men act as if they 
believed the Danger which then hung over their Heads 
was only a Dream, the wild Eft:&s of ill- grounded ima- 
ginary Fears; and young Men, as if they had never 
heard from their Fath*1s, nor read of what paſſed in this 
Kingdom, at a Period no farther backward than the Space 
of Five and Twenty Years. | 

I flatter my ſelf, that if the Paſſages which happened 
in thoſe Days, the Reſolutions of the Nation thereupon, 
and the juſt Proviſions made from Time to Time againſt 
our falling into the ſame Ditatters, were fairly ſtated and 


laid in one View, all indirect Arts and mean Subtleties 


practiſed to weaken our Securities, would be fruſtrated, 
_ vaniſh before the glaring Light of Law and Rea- 
ON, 

I ſhall not govern my {elf on this Occaſion by the par- 
tial Relation of particular Perſons or Parties, but by the 
Senſe of the whole People, by the Senſe of the Houſes of 
Lords and Commons, the repreſentative Body of the whole 
Nation; in whoſe Reſolutions, according to. the different 
State of Things, the Condition of the Kingdom, by thoſe 
who had the greateſt Stakes in it, has been from Lime to 
Time plainly, impartially, and pathetically expreſſed. | 

I hall begin with the ct of Parliament made in Eng- 
land in the ſecond Seſſion of the firſt Year of the late King 
Milliam and Queen Alam, entituled, An AG declaring 
the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, and ſettling the Suc- 
ecſſion of the Crown, 

It carries in it the noble Reſentment of a P-ople that 
had been juſt reſcued from Tyranny ; and yet, that they 


might juſtify their Actions to Poſterity, it recites all _ 
e parti-

particular Inſtances of the Tyrannical Reign ina plain 
and diſpaſſionate Simplicity: The Act runs as follows. 


C Hereas the Lords Spiritual& Temporal, & Commons, 
© aſſembled at Weitminifter, lawfully, fully,Streely te- 
preſenting all the Eſtates of the People of this Realm, did 
upon the 13th Day of February, in the Year of our Lord 
© 1688, preſent unto their Majeſties, then called and known 
* by the Names and Stile of Willianz: and Man, Prince, 
© and Princeſs of Orange, being preſent in their proper Per- 
* ſons, a certain Declaration in Writing, made by the 
© {aid Lords and Commons in the Words following, viz, 
* Whereas the late King: James the Second, by the Al- 
© ſiſtance of divers evil Counſellors, Judges, and Miniſters 
© employed by him, did endeavour to ſubvert and extirpate 
_ © the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws and Liberties of 
this Kingdom; | 


By aſſuming and exerciſing a Power of diſpenſing with 


band ſulpending of Laws, and the Execution of Laws 
* without Conſent of Parliament; 

* By committing and proſecuting divers worthy Pre- 
* lates, for humbly petitioning to be excuſed from concur. 
© ring to the ſaid aſſumed Power; | 

By iſſuing, and cauſing to be executed, a Commiſſion 
* under the Great-Seal for erecting a Court called the 
Court of Commiſſioners for Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes; | 

By levying Money for, and to the Ulc of the Crown, 
* by Pretence of Prerogative, for other Time, and in other 
Manner, than the ſame was granted by Parliament; 

* By raiſing and keeping a Standing Army within this 
* Kingdom in Time of Peace without Conſent of Parlia- 
ment, and quartering Soldiers contrary to Law; 
- © By cauſing ſeveral good Subjects, being Proteſtants, to 
be diſarmed, at the ſame time when Papiſts were both 
armed and employed, contrary to Law; 

By violating the Freedom of Election of Members to 
* ſerve in Parliament; 

By Proſecutions in the Court of King Bench for Mat-

This prudent Foreſight gave Birth to another Act of Par- 
liament in England inthe 12th and 13th Years of the Reign 
of the late King William, entituled, An Aft for the further 
Limitation of the Crown, and better ſecuring the Rights and 
Liberties of the Subfect. By tins Act, the molt Illuſtrious 
© Princeſs Sophia, Electreſs and Dutchets Dowager of Ho- 
© ver, is declared the next in Succeſſion in the Proteſtant Line 
© to the Crown of England, after the late King William and 
the Princeſs Anne of Denmark, and their reſpective Hue ; 
and that from and after the Deceaſes of his faid Ma jeſty 
* and the Princeſs Anne of Denmark, and the Heirs of their

being Proteſtants.

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T have here ſhewn what wonderful Concern and Care 
appeared, as well in Her Majeſty and Her Parliament, as in 
the late Kine William and his, for ſet*!11ng the Succeſſion 
to the Crown of En2/::4 in the Proteſtant Line. I come 
now to the Act of Pirlament for uniting the Kingdoms 
of England and $:0:/41d in one Kingdom, by the Name of 
Great Britain. 

This had been unſucceſsfully attempted by ſeveral of Her 
Majeſty's Predeceſſors, but the Glory of it was relerv'd 
for Her Majeſty, that ſhe might appeat as great in her Coun- 
cils as Her Arms, | 

This Act is Entitled, An Act for an Union of the two 
Kingdoms of England and Scotland, and received the Roy- 
al Aſſent in the Fifth Yearof the Reign of Her Majeſty. It 
recites, that Articles of Union were agreed on, the- 22d 
Day of Juh, in the Fifth Year of Her Majeſty's Reign, by | 
Commiſſioners nominated on behalf of the Kingdom of 
England, under the Great Seal of England, dated the 10th | 
Day of April then laſt paſt, in purſuance of an Act of 
Parliament made in Exg land in the Third Year of Her Ma- 
zeſty's Reign, and the Commiſſioners nominated on the be- 
half of the Kingdom of Scotland, under the Great Seal of 
Scotland, dated the 27th Day of February, in the 4th Year 
of Her Maje(ty's Reign, in purſuance of the 4th Act of the 
3d Seſſion of the then preſent Parliament of Scotland, to 
treat of and concerning an Union of the ſaid Kingdoms; 
and reciting that an Act had paſſed in the Parliament of 
Scotland, the 16th Day of January, in the 5th Year of Her 
Majeſty's Reign, wher in it is mentioned, that the Eſtates 
of Parliament, conſidering the ſaid Articles of Union of 
the two Kingdoms, had agreed to and approved thereof, 
with ſome Additions and Explanations, and that Her Mi- 
jeſty had paſſed in the fame Seſſion of Parliament, an Act, 
Entitled 4 for ſecuring of the Proteſtant Religion, and Prevby- 
terian Charch Government, which was appointed to be 1nlert- 
ed in an Act ratifytng the Treaty, and expreſly declared to 
be a Fundamental and Eſſential Condition of the faid j 
Treaty or Union in all times coming; | | 

The Tenor of which Articles, as ratiſyed and h 
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of, is at large recited in the ſaid Act of Union. It con- 
cerns out preſent purpole to mention only the firſt and ſe-

Commiſſioners ſhould not treat of, or concerning the Al- 
icration of the Worſhip, Diſcipline, or Government of the 
Church in cither Kingdom, 

The Commiliioners were accordingly appointed by Her 
Majelty, and 25 Articles were agreed upon betwcen them, 
which Articles were approved, and ratified by two ſeveral 
Acts of Parliament of the ſaid late Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland; in which ſaid Acts each Kingdom provided 
for the Preſervation of the Worſhip, Diſcipline and Govern- 
meft of its reſpective Church, within their reſpective Parts 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain, and each Act of 
Parliament for the Preſervation of the ſaid Churches, were 
agreed to be taken as a Fundamental Condition of the Uni- 
on; and to be repeated, and inſerted in any Act of Parli- 
ament for agreeing the ſaid Treaty, or Union betwixt the 
two Kingdoms, And it was expreſly enacted in each of the 
laid Acts, That the ſaid Articles and Acts ſhould be and con- 
tinue in all time coming the ſure and perpetual Foundation of 4 
compleat and entire Union of the two Kingdoms of England and 
Scotland. | | 

After which an Act of Parliament of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain was paſſed, Entitled, An Act for an 
Union of the tus Kingdoms of England & Scotland: wherein 
reciting the ſaid 25 Articles of the Union, ratificd & con- 
firmed by the relpective Acts of Parliament of the King- 
doms of England & Scotland & inſerting the ſaid Acts of 
Parliament tor prelcrving the Worſhip, Diſcipline and Go- 
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vernment of the reſpective Churches of eich Kingdom: It 
is thereby enacted, That the ſaid Acts of Parliament of Eng- 
land and Scotland, for ſecuring their reſpective Churches; 
and the ſaid Articles of Union, ſo as aforeſaid ratified, ap- 
proved and confirmed, be, and continue in all times 
coming the complear and entire Union of the two Kiug- 
doms of England and Scotland.

Britain to alter the ſame: So that thele Words, ſo 45 afore- 
ſaid ratified, approved and confirmed, mult be taken reddenda 
ſingula ſingulis, that is, ſuch ot the ſaid Articles as expreſs no 
Power to the Parliament of Great Britain to alter them,ſhall 
remain entire; and ſuch as carry a Power Ct Altcration 
by the Parliament of Great Britain are not ſo Sacred, 

Amongſt the Articles that carry no ſuch expreſs Power 
with them, is the ſecond Article for ſettling the Succeſſion 
of the Crown of Great Britain on the Houſe of Hanover; ſo 
that I humbly offer it to every good Subject's conſideration, 
Whether this Article is not as firm as the Union it ſelf, 
and as the Settlement of Epiſcopacy in England, and Pres- 
bytery in Scotland, 

Theſe were the ſacred Terms and Stipulations made be- 


tween the two late Kingdoms of England and Scotland, and 


upon which both Kingdoms, by the Legal Repreſentatives, 
conlented to be diſſolved and exiſt no longer, bet be reſolved 
into, and United in one Kingdom, by the Name of Great 
Britain. 

The Powers that made this happy Union, the Parlia- 
ments of England and Scotland, have no longer a Being, and 
therefore that Union, in theexpreſs Terms thereof, mult re- 
main Inviolable. The Union would be infringed ſhould 
there be any Deviation from theſe Articles; and what Con- 
ſequences that would have, no good Subject can think of 
without Horror; for as, I humbly preſume, there is no 
poſſibility of returning into the ſame State as we were in be- 
fore this Union, it is wild _ extravagant to ſuppoſe it 

2 can 
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ean be peaceably broken. Two Warlike Nations that ſhould 
ſeparate, after being under ſolemn Obligations of perpetu- 
al Union, would, like two private Men of Spirit that had 
broken Friendſhip, have ten thouſand nameleſs and inexpli- 
eable Cautcs of Anger boiling, in their Boſoms, which would 
render them incapable of living quiet Neighbours, and one 
ot them mult be brought very low, or ncither of them could 
live in Peace or Safety. What I mean is, that common 
Senſe, and the Nature of things would make one expect that 
nothing leſs than a War could attend the Diſlatisfactions 
ot ſuch a Rupture, It becomes the Engliſhx:en-in Generoſity F 
to be more particularly cueful in preferying this Union. 
For the late Kingdom of Scotland had as numerous a No- 
bility as England, and the Repreſentatives ol their Commons 
were allo very Numerous ; they have by the Articles of 
Union Conſented to ſend only Sixteen Pecrs, and Fourty 
Five Commons, to the Parliament of Great Britain, which! 
hath the ſame number of Lords and Commons for Englend 
that were betore the Union; ſo that the Srots Repreſenta- | 
tives can make no ſtand in the Defence at all, or any of the 
Articles of the Union, ſhould they be Oppos'd by ſuch un- 
equal Numbers of the Lords and Commons ct Engizmd; | 
and therefore it is molt plain, from the Impotence in which | 
{o many Wile and Able Men of the Scorch Nation left them- 
{elves in thele particulars, that they underſtood the Points of 
Religion in England and Scotland reſpectively, the Succeilion

Union, were never to be controverted. | 
To guard and protect this Settlement of the Crown of the

© ly, by Writing or Printing, to maintain and afhrm, that 
our Sovereign Lady the Queen, that now is, is not the Law- 
© ful and Righttul Queen of theſe Realms; or that the pre- 
* tended Prince of Wales, who now ſtiles himſelf King of 
© Great Britain, or King of England by the Name of James 
* the IIIld, or King of Scotland by the Name of James the 
© VIIth, hath any Right or Title to the Crown of theſe 
Realms; or that any other Perſon or Perſons hath or have

Thus did our Kingdom of Great Britain begin in the 
Fifth Year of her Majeſty's Reign, and in the Year of our 
Lord 1707. And from this great «r4, to which it is ſo 
eaſie to look back, every Bri:on may date this happy Con- 
cluſion ; that all the Notions of Hereditary Right, but that 
of her Majeſty and the Heirs of Her Body, and in Default 


of ſuch Iſſue, that of the molt Illuſtrious Princels * 
| * an 
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and the Hetrs of her Body, being Proteſtants, are at au 
End. 1 

And all this hath been done in ſo open a manner, and in 
ſo expreſſiwe and plain Terms, that one cannot but think 
that our Popith or Jacobite Party, who have been of late ſo 
bold, both in Writing and Speaking againſt the Settlement 
of the Crown of Great Britain in the Proteſtant Line, and 
cannot pollibly plead Ignorance of thele Things, mult have 
ſome unaccountable Encouragement for their Support. But 
let me inform every Briton, that loves Ins Queen, Religion, 
Laws and Libertics, it is his Duty to appear boldly in their 
Defence, and detcct and ſcize thoſe Enemies to his Country, 
where-ever he finds them. What ſhould any Man fear in ſo 
jult a Cauſe, who acts under the Guard and Protection of 
the Laws of his Country, whiltt his Opponents act with 
Halters about their Necks ? 

It is not material to mention the grand Suſpicions of the 
Spurious Birth of the pretended Prince of Wales ; That it 
was talk'd with great Aſſurance by the Papiſts, that the 
late King, Jzwzes's Queen was big with a Son, ſome Months 
before the Pretended Birth; for they well knew a Daughter 
would not do their Buſinets ; That at the Time of the Pre- 
tended Birth, the Princeſs Anne, now our moſt gracious 
Queen, was at the Bath; That the Biſhops were clapt up 
in the Tower ; That the Women about the Queen were 
Papiſts ; That the Preſumptive Heir was not preſent; That 
at the Birth of the preſent French King, the next Heir, 
tho' a Man, was permitted to ſce the Queen actually Deliver- 
ed; That in our Caſe it might have been done with much 


more Decency, had there been a Birth, ſince the next Heir 


was a Woman; That the late King James, and his Queen, 
owning the Pretender, is no Argument for his not being 
Spurious, conſidering the Bigotry of that Prince, and the 
great Influence the Clergy of the Church of Rowe have on 
their Laity ; That our own Hiſtory inform us, that the 
Firſt Queen Mary was prevail'd on by her Popiſh Prieſts 
to feign her ſelf with Child, to-exclude her Proteſtant Siſter, 
the Lady Elizabeth, from the Crown of England; That the 
Impoſture had been carried on, and a Birth been impos d 
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upon the Nation, had not King Philip, her Husband, wiſely 
conſider d, that the Impoſtor would not only ſucceed to 
the Crown of England, but allo to that of Spain, and fo 
prevented it. I ſay theſe Things are altogether inſignificant, 
they are foreign to the purpoſe. Be the Pretender who he 
will, or whoever was his Father or Mother, 1t conecrns nor 
any Briton ; he is an Attainted Perſon, an Enemy to our 
Queen and Country; and all his Aidors and Abettors are 
guilty of High Treaſon, 

Now I am upon the Subject of this latc Settlement of the 
Crown, I cannot forbear to expreſs my Wonder, that there 
can be found any Briton weak enough to contend againft a 
Power in their own Nation, which is practiſed to a much 
greater Degree in other States, and without the leaſt ſeruple 
exercited, accord ing to the Emergencics of Human Affairs. 
How hard is it, that Britain ſhould be debar'd the Privilege 
of e{tablithing its own Sceurity, even by relinquiſhing only 
thoſe Branches of the Royal Line which threaten it With De- 
ſtruction, whilſt other Nations never ſeruple, upon leſs Oe- 
caſions, to gomuch greater lengths. There have been even in 
France three different Races of their Kings ; the firſt began 
with Pharamond, the ſecond with Charles Martell, and the 
third with A»gh Caper ; and I doubt whether if the direct 
Line of the Blood Royal of France were to be tollowed, 1t 
would make for the Title of his preſent molt Chriſtian Mageliy. 
Bur to come to freſh Inſtances, in which Great Britain it ſelt 
hath not been unconcerned; What Right, by the contrary 


Rule, could the Duke of Savoy have to the Kingdom ot 


Sicily, or the Elector of Bavaria to that of Sardinia? Can 
Great Britain help to advance other Men to other Thrones, and 
have no Power in limiting its own? Has not Lenis the 
XIVth given us freſh Inſtances of ſuch Innovations in Ins own 
Family ? Or, can Men think he is not in earneſt, incxcluding 


Ins Grandton the King of Spain, and his Deſcencants, from 


the Crown of France ; and the Dauphin and Duke ot Berry, 
and their Deſcendants, from the Crown of San? Anat 
ſuch Sacred Things as Kingdoms themtelves may be this 
ditpoted of out of the Right Line, not by any Relignation 
that can in any equitable Senſe be called voluntary, bur ap- 
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parently for meer Reaſons of State and Ambition, certainly 
the Exgliſh and Scotch, for Preſervation of Religion, Liberty 
and Property, the Effential Benefits of Life, might with 
more juſtice ſettle their Crown in the Proteſtant Line in the 
manner they have done, excluding all the nearer Princes 
of the Blood that are Papiſts. . 

When I reflect on theſe many ſolemn Rrong Barriers of 
Laws and Oaths, of Policy and Religion, of Penalties | 
without & Conſcience within, methinks all Fear vaniſheth 
before them. Ir ſeems a Phantom only that diſappears with 
the Light; and I begin to hope it is as ridiculous and | 
groundleſs, as the Artifice of ſome Men endeavours to te- 
preſent it. But my Thoughts will not let me reſt here, I 
ask my ſelf, before I am aware, what are the Marks of a 
laſting Security ? What, are our Tempers and our Hearts 
at Home? — In what Hands is Power lodged Abroad? 
Are our unnatural Diviſions our Strength? Ot is it 

nothing to us which of the Princes of Eurobe hath the long- | 
eſt Sword ? The Powerful Hand that deals out Crowns and 
Kingdoms all around us, may it not in time reach out a 
King to us too? Are there no Pretenſions to our Crown 
that can ever be revived? Or are Popery and Ambition 
become tame and quiet Neighbours? 

Theſe uneaſy Queſtions are enough to ſatisfy any Bri- 
ton, that we can neither know our Security, nor be ſen- 
ſible of our Danger from any partial View of our Conditi- 
on, or from Apptatances on one ſide only; Our Condition 
cannot be judged of, but from the Circumſtances of the 
Attiirs of Europe in general, as well as of Great Britain in 
particular, | 

That I may repreſent this with the more Advantage, and 
put every thing in its proper View, I cannot but look back 
on the glorious Scene ſome paſt Years preſented us with, a 
Scene too glorious indeed to be forgotten, and yet foo aftect- 
ing to be remembred. Ambition, Tyranny and Oppreſſion 
ſeemed not long ago to be juſt taking theit Leave of this 
part of the World, and ready to give Place to Honour, Li- 
berty and Juſtice, The French for near an Age had been 
always triumphant in their Enctoachments on their Neigh- 


bours, from the Number of their Troops, their early taki 15 
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the Field, the Remiſſneſs of their Enemies, join'd with their 
happy manner of interpreting the Senſe of their Leagues 
and Treaties, they had always ſucceeded in every thing 
they undertook ; the long Series of their good Fortune made 
them arrogate to themſelves the Titles of Intrepid and In- 
vincible ; but the deſtin'd Time came, and they were to their 
Coſts as fully convinced of their Miſtake by the Bravery 
of the Britiſh Troops, under the Conduct of Her Majeſty's 
late General, the great Duke of Marlborong h. 

As this wonderful Inſtrument of Providence carried in 
his Fortune the Fate of the Britiſh People, who can for- 
bear to run over the good Events that happened under 
him, and the Honours paid to him; both which are re- 
cited not as they are perſonal to himſelf, but as they concern 
the Britiſh Name and Nation, which he repreſented. 

The firſt thing that meets my Imagination, is, the French 
Army broken, routed, flying over the Plains of Blenheim, 
and chuſing rather to throw themſelves headlong into the 
Danube, than fice about upon their Conqueror. I ſee the 
juſt Honours done him by the Emperor and the whole Em- 
pire : I hear him with loud Acclamations acknowledged 
the Deliverer of Europe. He is introduced into the College 
of Princes, and takes Poſſeſſion of the Principality of Min- 
delheim. Triumphal Columns are erected in the Plains of 
Blenheim, recording the ſeaſonable Aſſiſtance of the Britiſh | 
Arms, and the Glories of that Immortal Day. 

The Britiſh Leader returns from the Danube to the Rhine; 
he and his brave Companions are the Delight of the Nations 
through whom they march, and are ſtiled their Good, 
their Guardian Angels, After paſſing ſo many dit- 
ferent Nations in a triumphant manner, he lands in his 
own Country, an humble, unattended Subject ; honour- 
ing and adorning his Nation by Privacy and Modeſty at 
Home, much more than by the higheſt Triumphs and O- 
Rentations Abroad. | 

The Queen and Senate paſs in Religious Pomp to thank 
the Almighty for Victory over the then Common Oppreſſor. 
But the Proſpe& does not end here; the Plains of Ramillies 
are a ne Scene of Glory to Fw Confederate Arms; and 
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| | happy Day ends the Bondage of many Cities! 
His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty conceives new Hopes from 
changing his Generals, and from the Conduct of Vendoſme, 
e himſelf to repair the Diminution of his Glory by 

illeroy, 

. The Branches of his Royal Family, the Dukes of Burgun- 

and Berry, ate to animate the Soldiery by their Preſence; 
but Yendoſme, Burgundy and Berry, are not ſtrong enough 
fot the Genius of the Duke of Marlborough at Oudenard. 
Ihe French ſtill Change their Genera), and Villars is in 
Command. He toon ſhares the fame Fate with his Prede- 
ceſſors, by being beaten out of his Camp by an inferior 
Number of Troops, A Cunp fo firong by Nature and Art, 
that as none but the Duke of Marlborough would have at- 
tempted it, ſo none but that conſummatc Captain, at the 
Head of his brave Countrymen, could have ſucceeded in it. 
In ſhort, methinks 1 ſee Oftend, Menin, Lifle, T ournay, Mons, 
Aire, Donay, and in umcrable other Towns held impreg- 
nable, all beſieged, taken and reſtored to their lawful Prince 
and Ancient Liberties. 

The Engliſh General, during the Courſe of ten Cam-

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Theſe Incidents happen, when the Capital of 4a/t+is. 
the Reſidence of his Imperial Majeſty, is viſited with the 
Plague. The Male Line of that Houle is likely to termi- 
nate in himſelf; and ſhould it pleaſe God to take him off, 
and no King of the Romans choſen, a Prince of the Houle 
of Bourbon would probably bid fair for the Imperial Digzi- 
ty; after which Day farewell Liberty, Europe would be 
French, | 
But the Scene 1s not yet cloſed, Portugal, which during 
the War ſupplied to us the Place of Spain, by ſending us vaſt 
Quantities of Gold in exchange for our Woollen Manufa- 
Qures, has only at preſent a Suſpenſion of Arms for its 
Protection, which Suſpenſion may poſſibly laſt no longer 
than till the Catalonians are reduced; and who knows but 
the old Pretenſions of Spain to Portugal may be then revived: 
41 mention the Catalonians, but who can Nanic the Cataloni- 
ant without a Tear! Brave unhappy People, drawn into the 
War by the Encouragement of the Maritime Powers, from 
which only a Nation encompaſſed by Land by Fance and 
Spain could hope for Relief & Protection, now abandoned 
and expoſed to the Refentment of an enraged Prince, whoſe 
Perſon. and Intereſt they bave always oppoſed; and yet 
till fo fond of their Ancient Liberties, that tho hemmed 
up in a Nook of Land by the Forces of the Two Crowns, 
and cloſely beſieged in Barcelona, they chuſe rather, like 
their Countrymen, the famous Sæguntines of old, to periſh 
with their Wives and Children, * in Slavery. Did 
the French King, with a Conquering Sword in his Hand, 
ever abandon the leaſt and moſt inconſiderable of all his 
Allies? No. When theſe very Catalonians had aſſiſted him 
* againſt the King of Spain, he did not give up his Pow- 
er of Treating till he had niade the moſt Honourable Con- 
ditions for them, not a ſingle Man amongſt them was then 
hurt either in his Perſon or Priviledges; but now.——- Poor 
unhappy Catalonians, worthy of a better Fate! Good and 
gracious God ! ro whom ſhall be attributed the Loſs of this 
brave People! dieadful the Doom of thoſe: who ſhall 
in thy ſight be eſteemed their Deſtroyers ! 


But 
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But to bringthele ſeveral Facts and Circumſtances Home, we 
mult obſerve,that thePerſon who ſeems to be the moſt favoured 
by the French King in the late Treaties is the Duke of Seve, 


who is made King of Sicily, and conſidering alſo the Enlarge- 
ment of his Territories on the Continent, by Ceſſion from the 


Emperor, is become the molt powerful Prince in ay. This 
Prince put in his Claim to the Crown of England, in the 
Right of his Wife, a Daughter of the late Dutcheſs of Orleans, 
Silter to our late King Charles the Second, at the Time ot 
ſettling the Crown of England on the Houle of Hanover, 
This Prince, a Man of as great Addreſs and Capacity as 
any now living, is ſuppoſed to have entered into a Secret 
and Strict Alliance with the Houſe of Bourbon, and may 
therefore very well add to our Fears of a Popiſh Succeflor. 
Things ſtanding thus, and the Houſe of Bourbon being in 
the actual Poſſeſſſon of France and Spain, bidding fair for 
the Conqueſt of Germany, or in Peace and good Under- 
landing with it; what have Great Britain, and Holland to 
hope trom, but the Mercy of France? What elſe have we 
to prevent the Pretender's being impoſed on us, when France 
(hall think fit; nay, in failure of one Pretender, he has in 
his Quiver a Succeſſion of them; the Dutcheſs of Savoy, or 
Her Sons, or the Dauphin Her Grandſon. The laſt Named 
cannot be many Tears from the Throne of France, 

In the next place how are we diſpoſed at Home, for the 
Reception of ſuch an Attempt ? The Paſſions of many, 
which were raiſed ſo high, by an Impudent Suggeſtion of 
the Church's Danger, ſeem to have ſubſided into a Lethar- 
gick Unconcern for every Thing elſe ; Harmeleſs Men are 
aſhamed to own, how groſly they have been impoſed 
upon; and inſtead of reſenting the Abuſe, are willing to 
overlook it, with a certain Reluctance agaiuſt being moved 
at any Thing elſe ; leaſt they ſhould fall into the Mortifica- 
tion of being miſled a Second Time : Many who are above 
being blinded by Popular Noiſe: and Outery, yet ſeem to 
think the Warmth and Zeal of a Publick Spirit to be little 
better than a Romantick Heat of Brain. Treaſonable Books 
lately diſperſed amongſt us, that have apparently ſtruek at 
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paſicd almoſt without Obſervation from the Generality of 
[the People; Subtile Queries have been Publiſhed, about 
the Birch of a certain Perſon, which certain Perion every 
Body knows to be intended for the Pretender; The 
Author ct the Conduct of the Allies has dared to drop In- 
ſmuarwons about altering the Succeſſion ; and a late Trea- 
ſonable Book, on the Subjcet of Hereditary Rig h, has publiſhed 
the Will ot King Hury the Eighth, winch ſeems to be 
intended as a Pattern for the like Occaſion. 

Ihe Converſion of the Pretender to our Religion, has been 
occationally Reported, and Contrad icted, according to the 
Reception it met with among the ſoft F.uols, who give 
that grois Story a hearing: The wihippy Prince, whoſe 
Son the Pretender calls hunſelf, is a memorable Inſtance, 
how much tuch Converſions are to be depended upon. King 
James, when Duke of 7rk, tor a long Time profeſſed him- 
jelf a Protettant ; and even not long betore his Accellion to 
the Crown, ſcveral Perſons had Actions brought againft 
them tor ſaying he was a Papiſt, and exhorbitant Damages 
given and recovered; in a Word, from the Practice ot all 
Papiſts, that have come to Proteſtant Tlirones, upon pre- 
rence Af embracing the Reformed Religion, we have Reaſon 
to belitve they have Diſpenſations from Rome, to perſonate 
any Thing, for the Service ot that Church. A Popiſh Prinee 
will never think himſelf obliged by the mott Solemn, 
eren the Coronation Oath, to his Proteſtant Subjects. All 
Oaths are as inſignificant and as ſoon forgotten, as the Ser- 
vices done by ſuch Proteſtant Subjects. TY 

King Fames, when Duke of York, was preſerved from the 
Bill of Excluſion, by the Church of England, and particularly 
its Bilhops ; when he came to the Crown, the Church was 
ſoon inſulted and outraged by him, aud her Prclates com- 
mitted to the Tower.

Did not the Princeſs Mary promiſe the Men of Suffolk,

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Her Brother, King Ednard the Sixth? And yet as ſoon as 
ſhe came to the Crown, by the Aſſiſtance even cf Sufolt Men, 
ſhe filled all England, and in a particular manner that County, 
with the Flames of Martyrs. The Cruelties of that Reign 
were ſuch, that Multitudes of Men, Women and Children 
were burnt, tor being Zealous Profeſſors of the Goſpel of the 
Lord jelus. In ſhort, nothing lets than this can be expect- 


ed from a Popiſh Prince ; both Clergy and Laiety mult thare + 


the ſame Fate, all univerſally mult ſubmit to the fiery Tryal 
or renounce their Religion. Our Biſhops and Clergy unit 
all loſe their Spiritual Preferments, or ſubmit to all Anti- 
chriſtian Tyranny : And ſhould they ſubmit to every thing, 
they mult notwithſtanding part from their Wives and 
Children, which, according to the Church of Rome, are 
Harlots and Spurious. The Laiety, poſſeſſed of Lands that 
formerly belonged to the Roman Catholick Clergy, mult 
reſign their Ettates, and perhaps be made accountable for the 
Profits received, 

What can be more moving, than to reflect upon the Bar- 
barous Cruelties of Papiſts, beyond all Example: And theſe 
not accidental, or the ſudden Effects of Paſſion or Provocation, 


but the ſettled reſult of their Religion and their Con- 


{ciences, | | 
Above 100009 Men, Women and Children, were Mur- 
dered in the Maſſac re of Ireland. How hor and terrible were 
the late Perſecutions ot the Proteſtants in France and Savoy? 
How frequent were the Maſlacres of Proteltants through the 
whole Kingdom of France, when they were under the pro- 
tection of the then Laws of that Country? how Barbar- 
dus, in a particular manner, was the Mafjacre of Paris, at 
the Marriage of the King of Navarre, the French King's 
Grandfather, a Proteſtant, with the Siſter of Charles the 
Ninth, where the Famous Admiral of France, the great 
Cligny, the glorious Aſſerter of the Proteſtant Intereſt, 
was inhumanly Murdered, and the Body of that Hero 
dragged Naked about the Streets; and this by. the 
Direction of the King himſelf, who had bur juit before mot 
treachetouſly given him, from his own Mouth, Aſſurance 
Ten Thouſaud Proteſtants, without. 
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D iſtinction of Quality, Age or Sex, were put to the Sword 
at the ſame Time; the King of Navarre himſelf narrowly 
eſcaped this Diſaſter, his Mother, the Queen of Navarre have- 
ing not long before been poyſoned by the ſame Faction. 

Theſe are ſome Inſtances of what muſt ever be expected. 
No Obligations on our ſide, no Humanity or Natural Pre- 
bity on theirs, are of any weight; their very Religion for- 
ces them, upon Pain 5 Damnation, to forget and cancel 
the former, and to extinguiſh all Remains of the latter. 
Good God! To what are they reſerved, who have nothing 
to expect, bur what ſuch a Religion can afford them? It 


cannot therefore be too often repeated. We ſhould conſi- 


der, over and over again, that ſhould the Chain of the Pro- 
teſtant Succeſſion be once broke in upon, tho? the Pretender 
ſhould be laid aſide, the next of the Blood Royal is the 
Dutcheſs of Savvy ; after Her, her two Sons; after them, the 
preſent Dauphin of France; the next in Succeſlion to him, 
the Queen of Spain, and her Heirs; in Default of them, the 
Duke of Orleans, and his Heirs, and molt of the other Prin- 
ces of the Blood of France, all Papiſts, who may be enabled 
to demand Preference to the Houſe of Hanover; ſo that be- 
ſides the Probability of this Kingdom's being united to, 
and made a Province of France, the train of Popiſh Princes is 
ſo great, that if one ſhould not compleat the utter Extirpa- 


tion of our Religion, Laws and Liberties, the reit would 


ecrtainly do it. 

And here I cannot but add what is fill of more Impor- 
tance, and ought to be the moſt prevalent of all Arguments, 
that ſhould there be the leaſt Hopes given to a Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor, the Life of Her Majeſty will certainly be in molt im- 
minent Danger ; for there will never be wanting bloody Zea- 
lots of that Perſwaſion, that will think it meritorious to take 
away Her Majelty's Life, to haſten the Acceſſion of ſuch a 
Succeſſor to her Throne. 5 


The only Preſervation againſt theſe Terrors, are the Laws 


before · mentioned, relating to the Settlement of the Imperial 

Crown of Great Britain. Thanks be to Heaven for that 

Settlement. The Princeſs Sophia, and the Heirs of her Body,

the Sanctions of God and Man, and by all the Ties of Lan 
and Conſcience, Let thoſe who act under the prefent Settle- 
ment, and yet pretend to diſpute for an Abſolute Heredita 
Right, quiet themſelves with the Arguments they have bor- 
rowed from Popery, and teach their own Conſeiences the Art 
of diſpenſing. with the moſt folemn Oath to this Eſtabliſh» 
ment, whilſt they think themſelves bound only till Oppor- 
tunity ſhall ſerve to introduce another. God be thanked, 
neither we, nor our Cauſe, ſtand in need of ſueh deteſtable 
Prevarication. Our Cauſe is our Happmeſs. Our Oaths 
are our Judgment and Inelination. Honour and Affection 
call us, without the Solemnity of an Oath, to defend ſuch 
an Eſtabliſhment ; but with it we have every Motive that 
can influence the Mind of Man. The Terrours of God, ad- 
ded to the Demands of our Country, oblige and conſtrain 
us to let our Hearts and our Hands follow our Withes and 
our Conſciences ; and out of Regard to our Queen, our Re- 
ligion, our Country, our Liberty and our Property, to 
maintain and aſſert the Proteſtant Succeſſion in the Illuſtri- 
ous Houſe of Hinder: It is no time to talk with Hints and 
Innuendo's but openly and honeftly to profeſs our Senti- 
ments, before our Enemies have compleated and put their 
Deſigns in Execution againſt us. As divided a People as 
we are, thoſe who are for the Houſe ot Hanover, are infinĩte- 
ly ſuperior in Number, Wealth, Courage, and all Arts Mi- 
htary and Civil, to thoſe in the contrary Intereſt; beſides 
which, we have the Laws, I fay the Laws on our ſide. And 
thoſe who by their Practices, whatever their Profeſſions are 
have diſecver d themſelves Enemies to the Conſtitution, an 
Friends to the Pretender, cannot make a Step further without 
being guilty of Treafon, without Randing in broad Day- 
light, confeſſed Criminal againſt their injured Queen and 
Country. 3 
When the People were in a Ferment, when Faction ran 
high, with irreſiſtible Prepoſſeſſions againſt every thing in its 
former Channel, ſanguine Men might conceive Hopes of 
leading them their own Way. But the Building eretted 
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upon that Quickſand, the Favour of the Multitude 
Will ſink, and be ſwallowed up by that treacherous Ground 
on which the Foundation was laid. 

It 1s eaſie to project the Subverſion of a People, when Men 
lee them unaceountably turned for their own Deliruction ; 
but not ſo eaſie to efiect that Ruin, when they are come to 
themſelves, and are ſenſibly and rcafonably affected with 
Thoughts for their Preſervation. We cannot help it, if fo 
many Thouſands of our brave Brethren, who laid down 
their Lives againſt the Power of France, have dyed in vain ; 
ue we may value our own Lives dearly, like honclt Men. 

hatever may befall the Glory and Wealth of Grea: Britain, 
let us Bruggle to the laſt Drop of our Blood for its Religion 
and Liberty. The Banner under which we are to enter this 
Conflict, whenever we are called to it, are the Las menti- 
oned in this Diſcourſe; when we do not keep rhem in Sight, 
we have no Colours to fly ro, no Diſcipline to preſerve us, 
but are devoted, and have given our ſelves up to Slaughter 
and Confuſion. | 
While we act manfully under them, we have Reaſon to 
expect the Bleſſing and Aſſiſtance of Heaven on its own 
Cauſe, which it has ſo manifeſtly acknowledg'd to be ſuch, 
by our many wonderful Deliverances, when. all Humane 
Aſſiſtances and ordinary Means of Succeſs ſcemed irrevocably 
removed. We have no Pretenſions to the Divine Favour, 
but from our firm Adherence to that Settlement, which he 
has by ſo many Wonders and Bleſſings, after ſuel great Dif- 
ficulties and Misfortunes, beltowed upon us, and which 
we have in his Sight, and with the Invocation of his Sacred 
Name, after preparing our Sclves at his Altar, ſo frequently 
and ſolemnly Sworn to defend. This plain, unperplexed, 
unalterable Rule for our Conduct, is viſibly the Work of 
his Hand to a favoured: People. Her Majelty's Parliamen- 
tary Title, and the Succeſſion in the Illuttrious Houſe of 
 Hmover, is the Ark of God to Great Britain, and, like that 

of Old, carrics Death to the profane Hand that ſhall dare 
to touch it.
